Robert  Waldrop,  Utah  Libertar¬ 
ian  Party  chairman,  believes  Paul  is 
the  most  attractive  candidate  the 
party  has  ever  fielded.  The  candi¬ 
date  has  recently  been  seen  on  the 
news  interview  progi'ams  “Cross¬ 
fire”  and  “Firing  Line”  and  last 
weekend  taped  an  interview  with 
the  controversial  ultra-conservative 
Chicago  talk  show  host  Morton 
Downey. 

Despite  the  syndicated  shows’ 
large  viewing  audience,  Paul  said  he 
was  turned  off  by  Downey’s  insults 
and  bullying  tactics.  He  described 
the  experience  as  “horrible”  and 
vowed  not  to  do  it  again. 

Although  Paul  concedes  his 
chances  of  being  elected  as  minimal, 
he  asserts  that  his  goal  “is  to  win  the 
election,  and  do  anything  possible  to 
do  it.”  The  Libertarian  Party  has 
roughly  $5  to  $6  million  available  for 
the  campaign,  and  most  of  the  money 
is  being  earmarked  for  late  in  the 
campaign. 

“We’ll  be  running  a  lot  of  televi¬ 
sion  and  radio  ads  four  to  six  weeks 
before  the  end  of  the  campaign.  If  we 
get  less  than  five  million  votes  in  the 
November  election  I’ll  be  disap¬ 
pointed,”  he  said. 

According  to  Paul,  the  party  is  ne¬ 
gotiating  with  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  to  participate  in  the  pre-elec-

Civilian  government  ousted 

Haiti  gets  new  military  head

PORT-AU-PRINCE,  Haiti  —  Lt.  Gen.  Henri 
Namphy  declared  himself  head  of  Haiti’s  new  mili¬ 
tary  regime  Monday  after  deposing  the  4-month- 
old  civilian  government  of  President  Leslie  Mani- 
gat. 

The  55-year-old  career  soldier  named  a  12-mem¬ 
ber  Cabinet  that  included  only  one  civilian,  and  said 
that  as  the  new  president  he  would  rule  by  decree. 

Manigat,  who  was  seized  Sunday  evening  at  his 
hillside  villa  outside  Port-au-Prince,  aiTivecl  in  the 
Dominican  Republic  on  Monday  with  his  family, 
said  military  sources  in  Santo  Domingo.  The  ousted 
president,  57,  was  staying  at  the  Dominican  Con¬ 
corde  Hotel,  a  hotel  spokesman  said. 

In  a  short,  live  broadcast  on  state-run  television 
from  the  National  Palace,  Namphy  said  Manigat 
“betrayed  your  confidence  and  violated  the  consti¬ 
tution  he  swore  to  uphold.” 

“The  future  of  democracy  was  at  stake,”  said  the 
general,  who  was  accompanied  by  .elements  of  ev¬ 
ery  unit  in  Haiti’s  7,000-member  armed  forces. 


“The  army  must  protect  the  superior  interests  of 
the  country  and  must  head  the  country.  To  this  end, 
a  military  government  has  been  formed.” 

Namphy,  who  spoke  in  French  for  about  five 
minutes,  pledged  to  “guarantee  that  all  the  con¬ 
quests  of  Feb.  7  (when  his  three-man  junta  turned 
over  the  goverament  to  Manigat)  will  be  respected. 
To  our  powerful  friends  and  to  international  organi¬ 
zations,  I  guarantee  the  respect  of  all  commit¬ 
ments.” 

State  Department  spokeswoman  Phyllis  Oakley 
said  in  Washington:  “Our  policy  in  Haiti  remains  to 
support  democracy  in  civilian  rule;  urging  respect 
for  human  and  civil  rights. 

“We  are  concerned  by  the  reports  of  the  events 
taking  place  there.  If  what  took  place  was  a  straight 
military  coup  d’etat,  it  would  represent  a  severe 
setback  for  the  hopes  of  democracy  in  Haiti  and  we 
would  condemn  it.” 

Namphy ’s  action  halted,  at  least  for  now,  the 
slow  journey  toward  democracy  begun  after  Presi¬ 
dent  Jean-Claude  Duvalier  fled  the  country  Feb.  7, 
1986,  ending  the  29-year  dictatorship  founded  by 


his  father,  Francois  “Papa  Doc”  Duvalier. 

The  general,  who  was  Jean-Claude  Duvalier’s 
chief  of  staff,  led  the  junta  that  ruled  Haiti  until 
Manigat  won  presidential  election  this  year  with 
the  army’s  help. 

Manigat  began  his  disastrous  confrontation  with 
the  army,  the  traditional  base  of  power  since  inde¬ 
pendence  in  1804,  by  removing  Namphy  as  com¬ 
mander  on  Friday.  Manigat  also  reassigned  two 
dozen  other  officers  Sunday,  many  of  them  Nam- 
phy’s  allies. 

He  accused  Namphy  of  insubordination  for  or¬ 
dering  the  transfers  of  several  officers  without 
presidential  permission,  including  Manigat’s  main 
militai’y  ally,  Lt.  Col.  Jean-Claude  Paul. 

The  barracks  of  Paul’s  command,  the  700-man 
Dessalines  Battalion,  is  directly  behind  the  Na¬ 
tional  Palace. 

Paul,  who  has  been  indicted  by  a  U.S.  federal 
court  on  charges  of  drug  trafficking,  was  in  the 
group  standing  around  Namphy  during  the  televi¬ 
sion  appearance  Monday,  but  whether  he  had  allied 
himself  with  the  general  was  unclear. 


State  board  approves  AIDS  curriculum

Education  is  at  the  forefront  of  the 
Utah  Health  Department’s  1988 
plans  to  expand  AIDS  control 
throughout  the  state  which  will 
target  high-risk  groups  beginning  at 
the  third  grade  level. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  has 
approved  a  curriculum  to  teach  AIDS 
prevention  to  students  with  the  stipu¬ 
lation  that  the  attorney  general  help 
decide  whether  teachers  should  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  answer  students’  questions 
about  contraceptives.  This  concern 
was  the  most  heavily  debated  issue  as 
the  curricula  prepared  by  the  educa¬ 
tion  office’s  staff  underwent  final  re¬ 
vision. 

Efforts  by  the  State  Office  of  Edu¬ 
cation  to  develop  and  implement  an 
AIDS  education  progi'am  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  have  been  supported  by 
Utah  Department  of  Health. 

“We  have  developed  an  AIDS  edu¬ 
cation  program  that  fits  into  the 
‘Healthy  Lifestyle’  courses,”  said 
Scott  Hess,  the  State  Office  of  Educa¬ 
tion’s  specialist 


specific  information  regarding  AIDS, 
its  spread  and  high-risk  behaviors. 

The  board  approved  two  curricu- 
lums,  one  for  standard  use  in  Utah 
classrooms  and  a  second,  more  ex¬ 
plicit  one  for  use  with  students  who 
have  been  identified  as  being  at  risk 
for  coming  into  contact  with  AIDS  or 
whose  parents  prefer  they  receive 
more  detailed  information. 

The  state  board  asked  for  both  be¬ 
cause  it  administers  education  pro¬ 
grams  for  students  in  prison,  in 
custody  or  in  special  programs  in 
which  high-risk  behavior  ia  already 


apparent. 

“Education  is  all  we  have  at  this 
point  —  there  is  no  cure,  no  vaccine 
and  it  doesn’t  look  as  if  there  will  be 
one  for  years,”  said  George  A.  Usher, 
community  health  specialist  with  the 
AIDS  program  of  the  Bureau  of  Epi¬ 
demiology. 

The  state’s  focus  on  education  is  in 
line  with  recommendations  made  by 
Surgeon  General  C.  Everett  Koop. 
Koop  has  said  the  remedy  for  AIDS  is 
obviously  to  teach  Americans  —  the 
young  included  —  to  protect  them¬ 
selves  against  AIDS.

Because  of  inconsistencies  between 
what  world  health  officials  and  scien¬ 
tists  say  about  AIDS,  a  1982  BYU 
graduate  wrote  and  directed  a  docu¬ 
mentary  on  AIDS  that  will  be  offi¬ 
cially  released 
Thursday. 

“We  are  not  try¬ 
ing  to  reveal  some- 
bf  the  rather  fright¬ 
ening  truths  about 
the  AIDS  epi¬ 
demic,”  said  RodN. 
Blanchard,  director 
of  “AIDS:  The 
World  is  Dying  for 
the  Truth.” 

The  film  presents 
new  information  on 
AIDS,  showing  con¬ 
tradictory  state¬ 
ments  from  scien- 
’  tists.  Opposing 
views  are  presented  by  Surgeon  Gen¬ 
eral  C.  Everett  Koop,  scientists  from 
the  Center  for  Disease  Control,  neu¬ 
rologists  and  venereal  disease  spe¬ 
cialists.  Blanchard  also  interviews 
Jean-Claude  Chermann,  one  of  the 
three  scientists  who  first  isolated  the 
virus  in  1981. 

Dr.  Luc  Montagnier  and  Dr. 
Robert  C.  Gallo,  discoverers  of  the 
virus  in  1983,  also  appear  in  the  film. 
Paul  Gann,  who  is  an  AIDS  carrier. 


and  Ted  D.  Blanchard,  senior  consul¬ 
tant  to  California  Senator  John  B. 
Doolittle,  are  interviewed  in  the  film. 

Because  Blanchard  felt  the  unin¬ 
fected  public  needs  a  voice  in  molding 
legislation  dealing  with  AIDS,  he  be¬ 
came  involved  in  the  film’s  production 
which  started  in  October  1987. 

After  seeing  the  rough  cut  of  the 
film,  Byron  K.  Murray,  a  BYU  micro¬ 
biology  professor  who  is  involved  in 
viral  study  arid  research,  disa^eed 
wlth'  scnie  of  the  information  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  documentary. 

“Scientifically,  it  is  a  farce  in  three 
or  four  areas,”  said  Murray.  The  film 
explains  that  saliva  has  been  shown  to 
transmit  AIDS.  Murray  said,  “It  has 
never  been  documented  or  demon¬ 
strated  to  spread  any  other  way  ex¬ 
cept  through  blood  and  blood  prod¬ 
ucts.”  Murray  also  disagreed  with  the 
film  allegations  that  insects  may 
transmit  the  virus.  “Insects,  such  as 
mosquitoes,  do  carry  AIDS,  but  they 
do  not  transmit  it,”  said  Murray. 

According  to  Blanchard,  the  film 
seeks  to  provoke  a  rational  response 
to  a  very  serious  health  problem. 
“The  virus  will  be  around  for  a  long 
time.  Future  generations  will  be  at  a 
much  higher  risk  than  we  are  today,” 
said  Blanchard.  “Measures  must  be 
taken  to  protect  them.”  The  only  sure 
protection  from  acquiring  AIDS 
through  sexual  contact  is  abstinence 
before  marriage  and  a  monogamous 
relationshiop  following,  said  Blan¬ 
chard. 


Usher  said  the  state  will  increase 
its  effort  of  education  to  the  general 
public,  but  especially  to  the  high-risk 
groups.  “We  are  targeting  the  popu¬ 
lations  at  a  higher  risk  and  are  step¬ 
ping  up  education  in  those  areas,”  he 
said. 

“Presently  we’ve  had  132  cases  in 
the  state,  that  is  the  (cumulative)  to¬ 
tal  since  the  first  case  was  reported  in 
1983.  Eighty-three  of  the  cases  have 
expired,”  according  to  a  Utah  Health 
Department  study.  Usher  said. 

Homosexual  and  bisexual  males 
make  up  the  group  facing  the  highest 
risk,  which  is  68  percent  of  all  cases 
reported  in  the  state.  The  national 
percentage  is  64.  Intravenous  drug 
users  are  the  group  of  people  with  the 
second  highest  risk.  Sixteen  percent 
of  Utah’s  AIDS  cases  and  18  percent 
of  the  nation’s  fall  into  this  class.  A 
combination  of  bisexual  males  who 
are  also  intravenous  drug  users  make 
up  the  third  gi'oup  at  7  percent. 

“The  first  three  risk  groups  in  the 
state  are  in  line  with  the  risk  groups 
nationwide.  These  groups  make  up 
over  90  percent  of  the  cases  right 
there.  We  have  to  channel  the  educa¬ 
tion  to  those  areas,”  Usher  said. 

Education  Of  the  higheh  risk  groups 
will  not  be  easy.  Usher  said.  He  said 
the  intravenous  drug  using  group  will 
be  particularly  difficult  to  reach  be¬ 
cause  their  activities  are  illegal,  their 
education  level  is  typically  lower  and 
they  tend  to  be  minorities. 

“Because  of  their  addiction  they 
don’t  care  where  the  needles  have 
been;  they  want  the  fix  now.  It  is  also 
part  of  their  culture  to  share  needles; 
it’s  sort  of  a  bonding  with  those  in  the 
gi’oup,”  Usher  said. 

Five  cites  throughout  the  state,  in¬ 
cluding  Provo,  offer  AIDS  testing 
and  counseling.  Preliminary  and  post¬ 
test  counseling  is  used  to  help  raise 
the  awareness  of  the  people  who  feel 
they  might  have  been  at  risk.  Usher 
said.  “Since  the  beginning  of  1988, 
approximately  80  people  have  come  in 
(to  the  Utah  County  Testing  facility) 
and  asked  to  be  tested,”  according  to 
Dr.  Joseph  Miner,  director  of  the 
Utah  County  Health  Departmant. 

He  said  the  changes  will  be  pro¬ 
posed  to  the  state  board  next  month.

Another  reason  for  writing  family 
histories  is  for  the  sense  of  pride  that 
is  felt  in  past  accomplishments  of  an¬ 
cestors.  This  leads  “to  a  determina¬ 
tion  to  go  onward  and  upward  to  new 
and  logical  heights  and  accomplish¬ 
ments  with  courage  to  meet  prob¬ 
lems,”  he  said.

TORONTO  —  Western  leaders 
saluted  President  Reagan  on  Monday 
on  nuclear  arms  negotiations  with  the 
Soviet  Union  and  encouraged  Krem¬ 
lin  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev  to 
pursue  domestic  reform,  saying  it 
could  “reduce  mistrust  and  build  con¬ 
fidence.” 

The  leaders  of  the  seven  major  in¬ 
dustrial  democracies  also  endorsed 
Reagan’s  call  for  tougher  action  to 
combat  terrorism  and  illegal  drug 
trafficking, 

Specifically,  they  agreed  that  once 
a  hijacked  airci’aft  has  landed  in  a 
country,  it  should  not  be  allowed  to 
take  off  again.  Moreover,  they  called 
for  international  cooperation  “to 
trace,  freeze  and  confiscate  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  drug  traffickers  and  to  curb 
money  laundering”  through  legiti¬ 
mate  banking  institutions. 

In  a  separate  statement  that  cited 
violence  on  the  Israeli-held  West 
Bank,  the  leaders  called  for  a  Mideast 
peace  conference  —  a  step  which  Is¬ 
rael  opposes. 

Reagan  and  the  leaders  of  Japan, 
Britain,  France,  West  Germany, 
Italy  and  Canada  expressed  their  po¬ 
sitions  in  a  political  declaration  on 
their  second  day  of  talks.  A  final  eco¬ 
nomic  communique  is  to  be  issued  at 


the  close  of  their  summit  on  Tuesday. 

Urging  Gorbachev  to  press  ahead 
with  more  freedom  and  openness  in 
the  Soviet  Union,  the  summit  leaders 
promised,  “Each  of  us  will  respond 
positively  to  any  such  developments.” 

French  President  Francois  Mitter¬ 
rand  objected  to  a  U.S.  proposal  for  a 
task  force  to  seek  improved  coopera¬ 
tion  in  the  battle  against  narcotics. 
Mitterrand  said  the  seven  summit  na¬ 
tions  should  not  act  as  world  direc¬ 
torate,  with  activities  outside  the 
scope  of  their  annual  meeting,  said 
spokesman,  Hubert  Vedrine.

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Court  upholds  club  membership  ruling 


Parade  will  commence 
scholarship  pageant 


WASHINGTON  —  The  Supreme  Court  gave  cities  and  states  a  major 
victory  Monday  in  their  escalating  legal  assault  on  exclusive  membership 
policies  in  private  clubs,  unanimously  upholding  a  New  York  City  law  that 
bans  such  discrimination. 

The  court  said  the  city’s  law,  aimed  at  large  clubs  that  exclude  women  and 
minoi’ities  as  members,  is  constitutional. 

“The  law  merely  prevents  an  association  from  using  race,  sex  or  other 
specified  characteristics  as  shorthand  measures  in  place  of  what  the  city 
considers  to  be  more  legitimate  criteria  for  determining  membership ,  ”  J ustice 
Byron  R.  White  wrote  for  the  court. 

At  least  six  other  major  cities  —  Buffalo,  Chicago,  Detroit,  Los  Angeles, 
San  Francisco  and  Washington  —  have  enacted  similar  ordinances  recently. 

The  court  on  Monday  also: 

— Overturned,  at  least  for  now,  a  contempt  citation  that  could  have  cost  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  $100,000  a  day  in  fines  for  withholding  documents  in  a 
lawsuit  by  a  pro-abortion  rights  group  challenging  the  church’s  tax-exempt 
status. 

— Ruled  unanimously  in  a  North  Carolina  case  that  prison  inmates  may  sue 
in  federal  courts  the  doctors  who  treated  them  behind  bars. 

— Agi’eed,  in  an  important  new  test  of  affirmative  action,  to  study  a  dispute 
over  a  Birmingham,  Ala. ,  plan  for  promoting  more  black  firefighters.

Court  will  review  Indian  land  control 


WASHINGTON  —  The  Supreme  Court  agreed  Monday  to  review  a  federal 
appeals  court  ruling  that  Indian  tribes  may  control,  through  tribal  zoning 
laws,  the  use  of  land  owned  by  non-Indians  within  a  reservation’s  boundaries. 
The  justices,  in  a  case  of  significance  to  any  state  in  which  a  reservation  is 
located,  said  they  will  resolve  a  dispute  involving  the  Yakima  Indian  Reserva¬ 
tion  in  Washington  state. 

The  9th  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  ruled  last  Sept.  21  that  the  Confeder¬ 
ated  Tribes  and  Bands  of  the  Yakima  Indian  Nation  has  a  legitimate  interest  in 
regulating  —  and  may  zone  —  so-called  “fee  land”  located  on  its  reservation 
but  owned  by  individuals,  most  of  them  not  tribal  members. 

The  9th  Circuit  said  the  tribe’s  interest  in  regulating  that  land  must  be 
balanced  against  the  interests  of  Yakima  County  and  the  federal  government. 

The  Yakima  reservation  encompasses  1.3  million  acres  of  land,  most  of  it 
within  Yakima  County.  About  5,000  tribal  members  and  about  20,000  non¬ 
members  live  within  the  reservation’s  boundaries. 


Judge  gives  Lafferty  stay  of  execution 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Convicted  killer  Ronald  Lafferty  on  Monday  won  a 
stay  of  his  scheduled  Friday  execution  when  a  federal  judge  ruled  the  Utah 
Supreme  Court  did  not  have  a  complete  case  transcript  when  it  rejected  his 
first  appeal. 

U.S.  District  Judge  J.  Thomas  Greene  ruled  it  was  impossible  for  him  to 
judge  the  merits  of  Lafferty’s  federal  appeal  without  a  complete  transcript  of 
his  1985  trial. 

Lafferty,  who  had  been  scheduled  to  face  a  firing  squad,  filed  the  appeal  and 
request  for  a  stay  last  Wednesday  in  U.S.  District  Court.  He  had  indicated 
earlier  this  year  a  willingness  to  be  executed,  but  abruptly  changed  his  mind 
last  month. 

“I  need  to  see  the  entire  record  in  order  to  make  a  judgment  if  there  are  any 
irregularities  that  require  further  action  by  this  court,”  Greene  said.  “We  live 
in  a  system  of  justice  that  requires  fairness.  I  cannot  review  what  may  be  a 
fragmented  record.”  Greene  ordered  the  attorney  general’s  office  to  provide  a 
complete  transcript,  then  gave  attorneys  on  both  sides  30  days  in  which  to 
review  the  documents.

16  injured  in  Armenian  ethnic  dispute 


BYU's  Synthesis 
will  visit  France 
on  Fourth  of  July

MOSCOW  —  An  official  said  16  people  were  hurt  in  Armenia’s  first  ethnic 
riots  since  a  territorial  dispute  began  with  neighboring  Azerbaijan,  and  a  tape 
made  available  Monday  showed  troops  patrolling  the  Azerbaijani  capital. 

The  most  serious  violence  in  the  ethnic  dispute  occurred  F eb.  28  in  Sumgait, 
an  industrial  city  in  the  Caspian  Sea  northwest  of  Baku,  capital  of  Azerbaijan. 
Thirty-two  people  were  killed  —  26  Armenians  and  six  Azerbaijanis  —  and  200 
people  were  injured,  according  to  official  figures. 

Reports  from  the  area  Monday  indicated  tension  had  not  reduced  since  the 
legislatures  of  both  southern  republics  acted  last  week  on  the  land  dispute 
between  the  Armenians,  most  of  whom  are  Christian,  and  the  predominantly 
Moslem  Azerbaijanis. 

Grant  M.  Voskanyan,  president  of  the  Armenian  republic,  said  the  riots 
occurred  Friday  and  Saturday  in  two  villages,  Masis  and  Sayat  Nova.  He 
spoke  Sunday  on  the  radio  station  of  the  Armenian  capital,  Yerevan,  and  the 
broadcast  was  monitored  in  London  by  the  British  Broadcasting  Corp.  “A 
group  of  irresponsible  youths  who  went  to  Masi  from  Yerevan  were  able  to 
incite  certain  Armenian  inhabitants  into  acts  of  hooliganism,”  he  said.

Forum  in  game  one.  In  the  playoffs, 
the  Pistons  have  an  excellent  5-5 
mark  on  the  road,  including  a  2-1 
mark  against  the  Boston  Celtics. 

The  Lakers  finish  with  only  a  3-7 
road  mark,  but  they  have  won  the 
games  they  have  had  to  win  to  send 
their  last  three  playoff  series  to  sev¬ 
enth  games  on  their  own  floor. 

After  dropping  their  second  game 
against  the  Utah  Jazz,  the  Lakers 
managed  a  big  113-100  victory  against 
Utah  in  Salt  Lake  City,  winning  the 
game  that  proved  to  be  the  series  de¬ 
cider.  Against  Detroit,  it  is  the  same 
story.  Los  Angeles  dropped  game  one 
to  the  Pistons,  but  came  back  to  win 
game  three  99-86  in  Detroit,  which 
proved  to  be  the  game  that  sent  the 
series  back  to  L.  A. 

Los  Angeles  is  a  five-point  favorite 
because  it  rules  seventh  games.  But 
this  series  almost  didn’t  make  game 
seven.  Sunday,  in  Los  Angeles,  the 
Lakers  overcame  a  three-point  deficit 
with  one  minute  to  play  to  earn  the 
right  to  play  game  seven. 

Detroit’s  Isiah  Thomas  almost  sin¬ 
gle-handedly  turned  a  seven-point 
Laker  halftime  lead  into  a  two-point 
Detroit  lead  going  into  the  fourth 
quarter.  He  scored  25  of  the  Piston’s 
35  third-quarter  points  and  was  the 
game’s  leading  scorer  with  43.  His 
25-point  third-quarter  performance 
was  an  NBA  final’s  record. 


Thomas  even  managed  to  play  the 
final  16  minutes  of  the  game  with  a 
sprained  ankle.  Asked  why  he  re¬ 
sponded  to  the  adversity,  Thomas 
replied,  “Pm  playing.” 

Unfortunately  for  Detroit,  it  was 
Thomas’  miss  after  the  Lakers  cut  the 
Piston  lead  to  one  point  that  gave 
L.A.  the  chance  to  wip.  Kareem  Ab- 
dul-Jabbar  provided  the  winning 
margin  with  two  free  throws  and  De¬ 
troit’s  Joe  Dumars  was  unable  to  con¬ 
vert  for  Detroit  with  under  ten  sec¬ 
onds  left. 

For  the  season,  it  will  be  game  106 
for  Los  Angeles  and  number  105  for 
Detroit.  It  will  mark  the  first  time 
that  a  team  has  played  in  three, 
seven-game  series.  So  possibly  the 
Piston’s  hope  lies  in  Los  Angeles  be¬ 
ing  tired,  but  it  is  not  likely. 

A  Laker’s  victory  will  mark  the 
first  time  since  1969  that  a  team  has 
repeated  as  NBA  champions  and  will 
fulfill  the  prophecy  of  L.A.  Laker 
Head  Coach  Pat  Riley,  who  last  year 
guaranteed  that  his  team  would  re¬ 
peat  as  champions. 

It  is  very  possible  that  the  Lakers 
will  have  an  even  greater  advantage. 
Detroit  trainer  Mike  Abdenour  said 
he  didn’t  think  Thomas  would  be  able 
to  play  Tuesday  because  of  his  ankle.

ANKARA,  Turkey  —  Turkey  and 
the  Soviet  Union  signed  an  agree¬ 
ment  Monday  to  open  a  third  crossing 
on  their  365-mile-long  border. 

Transportation  Minister  Ekrem 
Pakdemirli  of  Turkey  and  his  Soviet 
counterpart,  Yuri  Suhin,  signed  the 
accord. 

The  crossing  is  at  the  divided  vil¬ 
lage  of  Sarp  in  the  Black  Sea  province 
of  Artvin.  The  gate  will  be  opened 
later  this  year  after  a  bridge  is  built 
over  the  Coruh  River  that  forms  the 
border,  Pakdemirli  said.  The  two 
other  crossings  are  in  Dogukapi  in 
Kars  and  in  the  Agri  province.

tion  presidential  debates.  “We  had  a 
meeting  with  the  LWV.  If  we  can 
prove  to  them  that  we  meet  their 
criteria  for  popular  support,  we’ll  go 
on,”  said  Paul. 

Paul  concedes  that  he  has  been 
thought  of  as  a  “stubborn  idealist” 
and  a  “kook”  by  his  peers  but  main¬ 
tains  that  it’s  necessary  to  remain 
true  to  one’s  ideals.  A  now  famous 
newsletter  that  then  Republican  Con¬ 
gressman  Paul  mailed  to  constituents 
in  1979  ran  a  picture  of  Paul’s  small 
Chevrolet  parked  next  to  then 
Speaker  of  the  House  Tip  O’Neill’s 
gas-consuming  Lincoln.  The  caption 
of  the  photo  spoke  of  the  gas  shortage 
and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
O’Neill  purchased  his  gas  for  67  cents 
a  gallon  at  government  pumps. 

Some  of  the  “out  of  the  mainstream 
ideas”  that  Paul  advocates  as  the  Lib¬ 
ertarian  candidate  include  the  priva¬ 
tization  of  education,  the  end  of  a  U .  S. 
presence  in  NATO,  the  Middle  East, 
Central  America  and  other  world 
“hotspots,”  near  abolition  of  taxes, 
unregulated  commerce  and  the  right 
to  live  as  one  sees  fit  without  govern¬ 
ment  decree. 

“The  Libertarian  belief  is  called  re¬ 
straint  of  evil,”  said  Paul.  “That 
means  that  only  when  you  injure 
somebody  should  a  practice  be  illegal. 
For  example,  even  though  I  do  not 
condone  polygamy,  if  two  persons  en¬ 
ter  into  a  voluntary  contract  that 
doesn’t  hurt  others,  the  government 
shouldn’t  be  allowed  to  prohibit  it.” 

Paul  disputes  critics  who  claim  that 
an  America  unwilling  to  maintain  a 
foreign  presence  would  lose  allies  to 
communism.  “You’re  never  sure.  The 
USSR  went  into  Afghanistan  despite 
the  United  States  and  now  they’re 
leaying,”  he  said.  “Also,  the  commu¬ 
nists  won  out  in  Nicaragua  despite 
the  efforts  of  the  United  States.” 

Regarding  the  situation  in  the 
Persian  Gulf,  Paul  maintains  that  the 
U.S.  should  leave  the  area.
